Garden peas intended for drying 


should be gathered when in ideal 
condition for immediate table use; 
that is, when the seeds have at- 
tained full size and before the-pods 
have begun to turn j'ellow and dry j 
up.

then spread on a wire screen hav- 
ing a mesh large enough to permit

BILL TO INCREASE PRICE OF 


FAM PRODUCTS IS PLANNED 


WASHINGTON, July 14 —An 


emergency farm relief 
bill, de- 


signed to raise the price "of farm 
products, was placed on prefered 
status in the Senate today with an 
agreement for a vote before ad- 
journment 


The measure, proposed by Sen- 


atoi 
Norbeck, 
(D) 
of South 


Dakota, is intended to raise the 
price of wheat 42 cents a bushel; 
the price of cotton five cents a 
pound and hogs two cents a pound. 


Under tKe complicated machin- 


ery set up, adjustment certificates 
would be issued to farmers based 
upon production needed to provide 
for domestic needs, which would 
be cashed by the treasury. 


The treasury 
would levy a 


charge on the processor of these 
products to meet the cost. 


The measure, to some extent, 


invokes the principles of the ex- 
port debenture under which the 
farmer would be given tne benefit 
of the tariff. 


Norbeck said operation of the 


scheme was limited 
to 
cotton, 


hogs and wheat because of their 
importance in the nation's agricul- 
tural scheme The plan would be 
effective for only one year.
